Mix Lead With Steel? Yes, 
It Can And Is Being Done 


By GORDON C. NIXON 
COLUMBUS, Jan. 16—Mfx lead 
with steel? That’s rank heresy! 
So said industry’ and textbooks. 
But it has been done, and produc­ 
tion of machined parts for every­ 
thing from roller skates to auto­ 
mobiles has been stepped up with 
tremendous savings 
to manufac­ 
turers. 
Millions of lathe work pieces are 
turned out daily from steel made 
under a process patented recently 
by Dr. Oscar E 
Harder. 
It was 
developed 
by 
the 
metallurgical 
stall 
of 
the 
B attels 
Memorial 
institute here, working in cooper­ 
ation with the Inland Steel com­ 
pany's research staff. The patents 
have been assigned to Inland 
Dr. Harder is assistant director 
of Battelle, a research institution 
endowed to serve industry. 
Inland Steel already has licensed 
other companies to make the lead- 
bearing steel. 
Philip D Block. Inland president, 
leported 
“both carbon and alloy 
steels can be machined 30 to 50 per 


cent faster 
Such steels have con­ 
tributed to economic progress 
Ile 
added that the process called for no 
sacrifice of other physical proper­ 
ties of the metal. 
Development of the automobile 
industry called for mass production 
of 
machined 
parts 
from 
long- 
wearing. strong steel 
But la tires 
and 
other 
machines 
wore 
OU- 
quickly, cutting points became dud, 
heat developed 
in machine pro­ 
cesses and cut down speed. Stee 
containing more than the usual 
five hundredths of one per cent of 
sulphur machined more easily, but 
was likely to be brittle. 
Battelle scientists spent several 
years 
hunting 
a 
substance 
tha1 
could be mixed with steel to make 
it cut more easily without being 
weak or softer 
Then they found that one pound 
cf lead to 500 pounds of steel did 
the 
trick 
Laboratory, 
mill 
and 
factory tests proved that lead made 
steel behave in the lathe.
